The upland bird season opens In 
southern Alberta on Saturday, 
Oct 8, at 8:00 a.ni., continues open 
until Oct. 22, Is then closed for 
a full week, and reopens Monday, 
Oct 31. The final day’s hunting 
will be Saturday, Dec. 10. 

Hunting is legal from 8:00 a.m. 
until one-half hour after sunset 
during the open season, except 
Sundays. 

Included in the upland bird 
category In this part of the pro¬ 
vince are ringneck cock pheasant, 
Hungarian partridge, sharp-tailed 
grouse, ruffed grouse and spruce 
grouse. 

Elsewhere in this issue, excerpts 
from the provincial game regula¬ 
tions are published, for the guid¬ 
ance of hunters, by the Vulcan 
and District Kish & Game Associa¬ 
tion.

Mr. Scorey is from the 
same area as was Mr. Collier back 
in the days when he and Mr. 
Scorey followed the same soccer 
team first-hand and though the 
two did not meet at the time, 
mutual friends have since brought 
them together. 

The four other members of the 
senior Collier family were to¬ 
gether for the event as were some 
of the ten grandchildren. Eldest 
son Russel is now school principal 
at Bow Valley Central High at 
Cluny. Albert is in business at 
Vulcan Supply with G.C. Two 
daughters* Ruby (Mrs. Nelson 
J ami son) and . Nora*. (Mrs. StUart 
Campbell) are both In the Vulcan 
area. 

This Golden Wedding Anniver¬ 
sary also noted forty-two years of 
continuous residence in Vulcan 
and marked Mr. Collier as one of 
the oldest businessmen still serv¬ 
ing the town and the oldest from 
the standpoint of continuous ser¬ 
vice in Vulcan. 

The couple are both of English 
descent. Mr. Collier was born in 
Dorset County in 1888, came to 
Canada and Manitoba as a har¬ 
ness maker in 1908 and two years 
later moved to Lethbridge. Violet 
Nora Welch came to Lethbridge 
that year and became Mrs. Collier 
during the autumn season. 

At that time Mr. Collier was 
employed with the Tom Butler 
Harness Shop and in 1918 he made 
the move to Vulcan where he went 
into partnership with C. S. Hall 
and W. S. Hill. So began the Vul¬ 
can Supply Company which serv¬ 
ed then as distributor for farm 
machinery, and almost every type 
of commodity needed in that age 
of pioneer living when Vulcan was 
mostly a general store, hardwares 
and a restaurant. The business at 
that time was located across the 
street from the blacksmith shop. 

In the early ‘20’s harness mak¬ 
ing as an occupation came to an 
end and was dropped from the list 
of services offered. Following his 
education in 1935, Albert joined 
the business and in 1939 the Vul¬ 
can Supply moved from its second 
business site, in the present Vul¬ 
can Furniture building, to its 
location of today. 

Mrs. Collier was just as active 
in community organizations and 
church work as her husband was 
in his business. She was pianist at 
the Anglican Church when the 
present basement was the main 
church and was constantly at 
work organizing concerts, pro¬ 
grams and entertainment- for war 
bond drives, Red Cross, relief work 
and community needs in the earlier 
years. 

Gardening has always been a 
favorite pastime at the Collier 
home and perhaps came second to 
fishing and hunting with Mr. Col¬ 
lier. His store was and still is a 
hang-out for fishing friends and 
some rare tales were told of the 
exploits of he and such coherts as 
Jack Williams, bank manager A. 
F. Wright and Max Mutz, hotel 
proprietor. Mr. Collier was also 
one of the curlers of an earlier 
day in town when a single sheet of 
ice was located between the pre¬ 
sent theatre and the old power 
plant. 

Retirement is not on the hori¬ 
zon for Mr. Collier. His 7:30 ar¬ 
rival each morning at the store 
probably rates him as first man 


to open the door down town and 
with his work being an extra 
hobby for him, he has found no 
reason to change his ways. 

Mrs. Collier still keeps pice with 
her husband and can be seen, rain 
or snow, out for a dally walk 
exercising her pet Dalmatian. 

The quiet couple has seen and 
been a part of the transition from 
life early in the century through to 
the complex mechanics of today's 
world and have retained their 
health, good nature and friendly 
outlook, and friends were serious 
at the Sunday celebration about 
wanting an invitation to the Col¬ 
liers’ 60th Anniversary.

Fish & Game Association 


Expansion of Hutterite colonies 
in Alberta since the repealing of 
legislation which had, to a cer¬ 
tain extent, limited the growth of 
such colonies was the subject of 
discussion at a general meeting of 
the Milo-Queenstown local of the 
Farmers Union of Alberta, held at 
Queenstown Sept. 28. Over 100 
persons were in attendance at the 
meeting. 

Hon. Rev. Peter Dawson of Vul¬ 
can, MLA for kittle Bow, gave a 
resume of the legislation recently 
passed concerning Hutterite coloni¬ 
zation in Alberta. During a spirit¬ 
ed question and discussion period 
charges were made that individual 
farmers wishing to buy land were 
being consistently outbid by the 
Hutterite farmers and that this 
was made possible because of the 
exemption from paying Income tax 
enjoyed by the Hutterites. The 
charge was also made that Indivi¬ 
dual Hutterite farmers were pur¬ 
chasing land, ostensibly as private 
individuals, but were still living 
at the colony and land thus pur¬ 
chased was, in effect, nothing but 
an extension of the colony. 

The opinion was also expressed 
that the Hutterites would never 
become assimilated to the Cana¬ 
dian way of life so long as their 
children were taught as a separ¬ 
ate group. 

The meeting went on record as 
being opposed to further expansion 
under the colonization system in 
Alberta and in favor of Hutterite 
children being compelled to attend 
public schools. 

A three-man delegation was 
named to attend the hearing of 
the Communal Properties Board 
in Vulcan Thursday morning, Oct. 
6. This group, along with a dele¬ 
gation from the Queenstown-Milo 
Branch of the Canadian Legion, 
will strongly oppose any expansion 
of the Hutterite colony at Queens¬ 
town.

It is plain that the hunters 
have done much to develop the 
game and the laws which have 
guided the hunter."

A point stressed at 
the executive meeting held Mon¬ 
day night was that the 8:00 p.m. 
starting time will be strictly ad¬ 
hered to beginning with this meet¬ 
ing, in view of the delays and wast¬ 
ed time found at past evenings. A 
film will be shown starting a 8:00 
o’clock, followed by the business 
of the night and another film be¬ 


fore lunch. An Alberta government 
film has been promised for the 
October Migratory Game meeting. 
It Is entitled, “Hunting the Foot¬ 
hills Flyways” and should be 
especially interesting because of 
its local character.

Fire Prevention Week 

Vulcan is fortunate in having an efficient fire 
department and the fire fighting equipment in many 
of the surrounding villages has been improved in the 
past year or two. 

Nevertheless, the best way to keep fire damage 
at a minimum is to prevent fire from starting. Fire 
departments are just as concerned in fire prevention 
as they are in fire fighting, for proper fire prevention 
methods save untold thousands of dollars each year 
in this year. 

Fire Prevention Week will be observed Oct. 9-15 
and this is an appropriate time to urge every resident 
observe the following precautions, year-round. 

1. Never leave small children alone at home, 
even for the shortest period of time. Last year, 233 
children, many unattended, died in fires. 

2. Teach children to know and respect fire and 
make sure that matches, lighters and similar articles 
are kept out of their reach. 

3. Check your home carefully for faulty wiring 
or heating equipment, rubbish piles, containers of in¬ 
flammable liquids and other hazards which may 
start or feed fires. 

4. If a fire breaks out in your home or plant, 
remove all occupants, and call the fire department 
BEFORE you attempt to put the fire out yourself. 

5. Don’t smoke in bed and be careful of smoking 
equipment Carelessness with matches and cigarettes 
caused a large majority of fires in the home. 

6. Do not use inflammable fluids for cleaning 
purposes. Safe, effective cleaning fluids are available 
at low cost. 

7. Encourage your civic leaders to establish and 
maintain a strong fire department and effective water 
systems for fire protection.

The five pests, as recognized by 
the Department of Agriculture as 
official pests, are the coyote, 
warble, grasshopper, warble and 
bacterial ring rot on potatoes. 

In this area the rat and the 
bacterial ring rot are not of great 
concern to us, however along the 
eastern side of the province, the 
movement of rats is watched quite 
closely and in the irrigation dis¬ 
tricts bacterial ring rot is of prime 
concern. 

Grasshoppers would appear to 
be our greatest pest. With damage 
starting early in the season and 
continuing until almost freeze-up. 

Warbles cost the farmers thous¬ 
ands of dollars a year in damage 
to the hides, waste meat and in 
poorer gains. This type of damage 
is seldom seen by the farmer and 
consequently does not cause much 
alarm. 

Coyotes on the other hand kill 
some poultry, sheep and even a 
calf once in a while. While this 
appears to be a great loss to the 
individual, the good done by the 
coyote, in. killing rodents, is some¬ 
times overlooked. 

We have not heard of many 
coyotes in the county this year and 
would be glad to hear reports of 
their numbers. If anyone has a 
problem with coyotes, we would 
appreciate them coming into our 
office and discussing a means of 
control.

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster. 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac- 
clnatlon taking place every fifth year thereafter.

PRIVATELY OWNED LANDS AND HUNTING 
PRIVILEGES 

“Occupied lands” means privately owned lands 
under cultivation or enclosed by a fence of any kind 
and upon which or adjoining which the owner or 
occupant is actually residing. 

NO PERSON shall hunt any bird game upon or 
over occupied lands or enter upon such lands for the 
purpose of doing so without the consent of the owner 
or occupant of such lands. 

NEITHER THE OWNER NOR OCCUPANT 
NOR ANY OTHER PERSON may hunt upon or over 
lands posted at each comer and at each gate with 
10-inch by 14-inch signs lettered NO SHOOTING or 
NO HUNTING in black on a white background. 

ANY PERSON may enter upon occupied or other 
lands for the purpose of pursuing wounded game. 

NO PERSON shall directly or indirectly sell, 
trade, barter or offer for sale the hunting, shooting, 
killing or trapping rights over any land. 

IT IS UNLAWFUL TO:— 

• Hunt bird game on Sunday. 

• Carry a loaded firearm in any vehicle. A loaded 
firearm is one that has a live shell or cartridge 
in the chamber. 

• Discharge a firearm from any vehicle, boat or 
aircraft. 

• Discharge a firearm along or across any main 
or numbered highway. 

• Discharge a firearm within 200 yards of any 
dwelling. 

• Kill or hunt any migratory game with a fire¬ 
arm loaded with a single bullet. 

• Exceed the daily or the possession limit 

• Hunt or kill a hen pheasant

Revised Alberta regulations 
governing trailer coaches and 
trailer coach parks make provision 
for three types of mobile home 
parks In the province—permanent, 
temporary and tourist. The new 
regulations became effective Jan. 1. 

The standard of new permanent 
parks and services provided will 
be raised as a result of the changes 
in regulations. Minimum square 
area of one trailer lot has been in 
creased from 1,500 square feet to 
1,925 square feet or a lot 35 feet 
by 55 feet. Operators will be re¬ 
quired to provide, in one general 
playground, an area computed on 
the basis of 100 square feet for 
each trailer. Plumbing connections 
will have to be provided for each 
coach, as well as a minimum water 
supply of 150 gallons per day, and 
suitable laundry room equipment. 

The development of temporary 
and tourist parks is also controlled 
by regulations. A temporary park, 
particularly one set up in a new oil 
producing area, can operate on a 
year permit issued by the local 
board of health. It must comply 
with strict sanitary regulations. 

Operators of tourist trailer re¬ 
ception areas must provide toilet 
facilities, a safe water supply, gar¬ 
bage receptacles and disposal ser¬ 
vice. 

Tourists may stop at a trailer 
park only for a period of ten days. 
A further ten day extension may 
be granted by the local board of 
health. Wheels or running gear of 
tourist trailers must not be re¬ 
moved during a stopover. 

A restriction has been placed on 
the size of porches built onto 
trailers parked at a permanent 
court. The additions may not be 
built higher them the trailer Itself 
and may not exceed six feet in any 
direction. 

The new regulations also pro¬ 


hibit parking a trailer coach on 
any public street, lane or travelled 
portion of any highway.
